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Americal 
Police List Items On 
Division To 
Report For Weekend 
Leave Viet 


SAIGON (AP) — The U S. 
Command announced today the 
beginning of the withdrawal of 
another American division from 
Vietnam, the deactivation of a 
m ajor command and another 
cut of 6.300 men, reducing U.S. 
forces in the country to their 
lowest level in five years. 
The 
command 
announced 
that an infantry battalion from 
the 
Americal 
Division 
had 
been taken out of combat south 
of Da Nang in preparation for 
deactivation. It is the 5th Bat­ 
talion, 46th Infantry, 198th In­ 
fantry Brigade, with an author­ 
ized strength of 920 troops. 
The 
command 
also 
an­ 
nounced the deactivation of the 
2,215-man U.S. Marine logistic 
command at Da Nang, the cen­ 
tral depot for Marine Corps 
supplies 
in 
the northernmost 
military region of the country. 
The moves are part of Presi­ 
dent Nixon’s latest program of 
troop cutbacks that will reduce 
authorized 
U.S. 
strength 
in 
Vietnam to 184,000 by next Dec. 
1. American forces were at 
their peak of 543,000 men and 
nine Army and Marine divi­ 
sions in April 1969. 
Named for a division which 
served in the Pacific in World 
War II and then was disbanded, 
the Americal Division is known 
as the hard luck outfit of the 
Vietnam war. Its record has 
been marred by numerous in­ 
cidents, of which the My Lai 
massacre is the most notorious. 
Some officers have said the 
Americal has had one of the 
toughest jobs since it was oper­ 
ating in the long-time Viet Cong 
strongholds of Quang Ngai and 
Quang Tin provinces along the 
northern coast. 
The weekly strength sum m a­ 
ry issued today reported the to­ 
tal of American forces was re­ 
duced 6,300 men last week to 
267,100. 
This does not include about 
17,800 Navy personnel with 7th 
Fleet ships operating off the 
coast of Vietnam in support of 
the war. 
Meanwhile, the Allied com­ 
mands reported 66 North Viet­ 
namese and Viet Cong attacks 
with a heavy loss of South Viet­ 
namese lives during the week­ 
end cease-fires they and the 
enemy declared for Buddha’s 
birthday. 
Saigon headquarters said 56 
South Vietnamese were killed 
and 36 were wounded. The dead 
included 41 civilians, 36 of them 
aboard a sampan water taxi 
that hit two mines on a river 
near the demilitarized zone. Of 
the wounded, 16 were civilians. 
A total of 34 North Vietnam­ 
ese and Viet Cong soldiers were 
reported killed.

To Nixon On 


Mideast Trip 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Sec­ 
retary of State William P. Ro­ 
gers was back in the capital to­ 
day to give President Nixon a 
mildly optimistic report on his 
efforts to find an opening to a 
peaceful 
Arab-Israeli 
settle­ 
ment. 
Rogers spent two weeks and 
covered 18,000 miles in Europe 
and the Mideast in his search 
for areas of agreement between 
the two sides. He told newsmen 
upon his arrival in Washington 
Sunday night: 


“ I think the difference be­ 
tween the parties had narrowed 
some and I think both sides 
generally would like to move 
toward peace.” He added he is 
‘‘somewhat more encouraged” 
about the Mideast than when he 
left. 
Rogers, who had an afternoon 
meeting 
scheduled 
with 
the 
President, pointed cautiously to 
the possible reopening of the 
Suez Canal as a likely starting 
point that could lead to a wider 
agreement. 
Assistant Secretary of State 
Joseph Sisco had spent four 
hours 
Sunday 
with 
Egyptian 
President 
Anwar 
Sadat 
dis­ 
cussing the canal opening, par­ 
ticularly concerning views Ro­ 
gers had taken from earlier 
meetings with Israeli leaders. 
A possible reopening of the 
canal has been discussed often 
.in recent weeks, with the larg­ 
est obstacle being who should 
control the area held by Israel 
east of the canal in Sinai. 
Rogers is said to have been 
told in talks Thursday and F ri­ 
day with leaders in Jerusalem 
that Israel would permit some 
Egyptian presence on the east 
bank. But there was no agree­ 
ment about who could cross 
and how many.

after a booby trap killed a pop­ 
ular soldier. 
A military spokesman said: 
“All of those w’ho were in­ 
volved, if there was such an in­ 
cident, are gone now. As yet, 
we have no reason for an inves­ 
tigation.” 
Army officials in Washington 
have begun an inquiry, how­ 
ever, following testimony be­ 
fore a congressional committee 
April 28 by ex-Sgt. Danny Spen­ 
cer Notley. 
Nolley told an 
unofficial panel headed by Rep. 
Ronald V. 
Dellums, D-Calif., 
that men of his unit killed 30 
civilians in Truong Khanh in 
revenge for the 
booby 
trap 
death of a popular soldier. 


European Money Markets 
Reopen In Dollar Crisis

The dollar weakened on some 
European money markets to­ 
day in the first test of weekend 
measures taken by 
Europe’s 
capitals to check inflation and 
the influx of dollars. It was 
firm on others. 
At the opening of the foreign 
currency market in Frankfurt, 
the dollar nose dived, then ral­ 
lied. 
West Germany’s decision to 
let the mark find its. own. level 
seemed to be having its desired 
effect on creating uncertainty. 
Speculators, who last week 
spurred the most severe Eu­ 
ropean monetary crisis since 
1969, appeared to be hesitant 
about reaping profits by recon­ 
verting their marks, guilders 
and Swiss francs back into dol­ 
lars. 
The dollar was steady in Lon­ 
don and Paris, but was weak in 
Switzerland, 
Austria 
and 
the 
Netherlands. 
The 
money 
markets 
were 
opened in Europe for the first 
time 
since 
last 
W’ednesday, 
when speculative buying of Eu­ 
ropean 
currencies 
created 
a 
glut of dollars that forced the 
exchanges to close. 
West Germany took new ac­ 
tion to drive out the flood of 
dollars that it says is fueling in­ 
flation. The Bundesbank, West 
Germany’s 
central bank, 
re­ 
stricted interest payments on 
deposits of foreign currency. 
The government also barred 
nonresidents 
from 
buying 
a 
number of money market in­ 
struments, including certain do­ 
mestic bond issues. 
Spain also made a slight ad­ 
justment in the rate on the pe­ 
seta. 
Chancellor 
Willy 
Brandt’s 
cabinet hoped its actions would 
reverse the inflow of dollars it 
contends 
has aggravated 
do­ 
mestic inflation and caused a 
rush by speculators last week 
buying up marks in anticipation 
of the upwar revaluation. 
Trading resumed on most of 
Western 
Europe’s 
currency 
markets after being shut down 
since Wednesday, but dealing 
w’as on a small scale as most 
dealers were still shorting out

Two Buddhists 


In Vietnam Burn 


Selves To Death

SAIGON (AP) - A Buddhist 
nun and a monk burned them- 
selves to death in appeals for 
peace on Buddha’s birthday. 
The nun immolated herself 
Sunday on a Buddhist pagoda 
in Cam Lo. just south of the 
demilitarized zone, the head­ 
quarters of the 1st Military re­ 
gion announced. The commu­ 
nique said she left a letter say­ 
ing she died “for the cause of 
peace.” 
Her name and 
age 
were not announced. 
Venerable Chon The, a 27- 
year-old monk, doused himself 
with gasoline and set himself 
afire during the birthday cele­ 
bration in Hue. He left letters 
to President Nixon and Presi­ 
dent Nguyen Van Thieu calling 
for peace and the immediate 
withdrawal of all U.S. troops. 
Both the nun and the monk 
were members of the military 
An Quang Buddhist sect. 
In his letter to President Nix­ 
on, Chon The said: 
“ After more than 20 years of 
war, 
our 
country 
has 
been 
ruined and too many of our 
people have died. Givé us the 
chance to solve our own prob­ 
lems, to live in peace, to reun­ 
ify our country. 
“ I burn myself to pray for 
real peace for the Vietnamese 
people and beg American fami­ 
lies to demand that their sons 
be returned home.” 
After Chon The burned him­ 
self, another young monk hand­ 
ed out leaflets and called for 
the people to reaffirm the “ sa­ 
cred fire” of Chon The. 


The bullion market in London 
also stabilized, and the price of 
free gold dropped off 12.5 cents 
to $39.65 an ounce.

As a 
m atter of fact, we feel that 
even the Bundesbank doesn’t 
really know.” The Bundesbank 
is the West German central 
hank. 
Switzerland 
revalued 
its 
franc upward 7 per cent. The 
move in effect devalued the 
dollar, which has been wea­ 
kened by years of deficits in 
the U.S. balance of payments. 
The dollar now will buy 4.08 
Swiss francs instead of 4.37. 
Austria boosted its schilling 
by 5.05 per cent, making the 
dollar worth only 24.75 schill­ 
ings instead of 26. 
The Netherlands followed the 
German lead, setting the guil­ 
der free to float. 
The m ark was expected to in­ 
crease in value at least 5 per 
cent in relation to the dollar. 
The official 
rate 
before 
the 
crisis was 3.66 marks to the 
dollar, but trading last week 
closed at 3.55. 
The dollar is the standard by 
which all other currencies are 
measured in the international 
monetary system.

It’s Tax Freedom Day! Now You 


Start Working For Self, Not Gov’t 


NEW YORK (AP) — Today 
is Tax Freedom Day. 
According to the U.S. Cham­ 
ber of Commerce, May 10 is 
the first day in 1971 that the 
aveage 
American 
is 
working 
for himself rather than the gov­ 
ernment. 
Until 
today, 
the 
chamber 
said, every cent the average 
American earned was needed 
to pay federal, state and local 
taxes of all types this year. 
Last year, the chamber fig­ 
ured that May 9 was “ tax free­ 
dom day.” 
The chamber calculated that 
the 
average 
taxpayer 
now 
works 2 hours and 51 minutes 
of every 8-hour day just to pay 
his tax bills. 
These conclusions were based 
on estimates of total taxes paid 


in 
the 
United 
States, 
both 
directly and indirectly, and es 
tímales of total personal in­ 
come for 171. 
The chamber’s tax expert* 
provided some other eye-open­ 
ing statistics on how the per 
capital tax bill has increased 
during this century. In 1902. for 
example, total taxes averaged 
$17 per American. By 1940 the 
figure had reached $96 and in 
1960 it had jumped to $638. The 
chamber estimated the per ca­ 
pita figure would be $1,200 this 
year. 
Federal income tax receipts, 
on both individual and corpo­ 
rate income, totaled $123 billion 
for fiscal 1970 compared with 
$62 billion in 1960 and only $1 
billion in 
194:, the chamber 
said. 
The nation’s 50 states collect­ 
ed $48 billion for their fiscal 
years ending in 1970, up 14 per 
cent from the previous year’s 
$42 billion total. The chamber 
estimated 
that 
state 
taxes 
would total $56 billion this year.

Hoover Starts Another 
Year As Head Of FBI

M ont, the m ajority leader, told 
the Senate today that anyone 
who

about 
Hoover or the FBI should take 
it to the appropriate congres­ 
sional com m ittee, so th at it can 
be investigated. 
Meanwhile, 
he 
said, 
“ we 
should desist in our personal a t­ 
tacks,” on the FBI director. 
He said over the years, Hoo­ 
ver has done an outstanding 
job. “ It is my im pression that 
Mr. Hoover has done the best 
he could on behalf of this coun­ 
try ,” Mansfield said. 
The 76-year-old 
Hoover has 
seen seven presidents and 15 
attorneys general come and go 
during his tenure as FBI direc­ 
tor. And he has seen the agen­ 
cy 
grow 
from 
441 
special 
agents and 195 clerical em ploy­ 
es to m ore than 8,400 special 
agents and 10,500 clerical em ­ 
ployes. 
He is spending today, an aide 
said, “ right here, working at 
his desk, just like any other 
d ay .” 
But though Hoover will take 
no public notice of the occasion, 
it is unlikely to go unnoticed by 
the growing num ber of public 
figures clam oring for his retire­ 
m ent. 
A veteran m em ber of that 
group, Sen. George McGovern, 
D S D . fired a fresh round at 
Hoover Sunday, dem anding a 
Senate investigation of what he 
said was an attem pt by the di­ 
rector to discredit an airline pi­ 
lot who criticized the FBI.

A letter edged in black and a host of 
clippings were some of the treasures 
found by Mrs. Rachel Armstrong, 324 
North Perkins Street, when she went 
through 
photographs 
and 
clippings 
which had been saved by her pa rents. 
Some of the clippings dated back to 
1913 and were clipped from the old Mil- 
roy Press. One was a poem by J. L. 
Shauck that was composed and read at 
the Alumni Banquet. 


To my boys and girls of olden time, 
I dedicate this modest rhyme. 
I see them as they used to be, 
And draw great comfort thus to me, 
In that old shack three stories high, 
With bell on top almost sky high. 
The squeaky stairway, dingy halls, 
Boys coal initials on the walls. 
Yes, there we met, as you remember, 
One 
clear 
bright 
day 
in 
warm 
September. 
I looked at you, you looked at me, 
And wondered what the next step 
would be. 
I had no speech or cared to talk, 
As through those aisles I took a walk. 
You remember well I came to you 
Columbus year one, eight, nine, two, 
The years went by as all have done, 
But each year saw a victory won. 
The Masons owned the upper story, 
We got them out and then. Oh Glory! 
At once the high school went up 
higher. 


The poem goes on to list dozens of stu­ 
dents that went, to the Milroy School at 
that time. He dedicates much to some of 
the Old Guard giving the reader a chance 
to identify them listing only their first 
name. He ends the poem: 


I worked right with you thirteen years, 
And as time goes fast, that appears to 
be short, yet now I say, 
’Twas only one grand, glorious day. 
I left you in one, nine, O, five .. . 
Twenty years gone, and I’m still alive. 
And now to all, I say farewell. 


One clipping relates to a blackmail 
case in 1913. It concerns a pastor in the 
Milroy Christian Church and a split over 
the negative vote on re-employment. The 
clipping explained that 30 or 40 members 
were threatening to withdraw from the 
church. 
Another clipping from the Indianap­ 
olis News dated August 29, describes the 
death of William Price, age about 60, 
who was a former marshal of Rushville 
and Rush County. 
A photograph made into a postal card 
must have been taken at a family re­ 
union. It shows three generations group­ 
ed under a tree in the yard. Unfortunate­ 
ly, no names are listed, so only the im­ 
mediate family can identify.

The 
Democratic 
nomination 
for Governor in 1972 is not sew­ 
ed up for any one candidate, ac­ 
cording to 
Indianapolis 
Busi­ 
nessman Robert V. Welch. 
He is a serious contender for 
the nomination and has been 
traveling 
extensively 
in 
the 
state. His attempt to win the 
nomination is backed by a “ Citi­ 
zens for Bob Welch’’ committee 
with Indianapolis banker Frank 
McKinney Jr. serving as chair­ 
man. An attractive, well pre­ 
pared brochure called the “ Act- 
ionline” is mailed each month 
to keep supporters informed. 
To find out more about the 
man, I arranged for an inter­ 
view. He was just completing 
the moving of his offices to the 
top floor of the AFNB Bank 
building on the Monument Cir­ 
cle. The view was spectacular, 
and Bob commented: "My for­ 
m er office didn’t have a view.” 
He apologized for the lack of 
furniture 
and the remodeling 
changes taking place. 
Welch is youthful, quiet speak­ 
ing and forceful. He makes a 
good public appearance and is 
filled with enthusiasm and deter­ 
mination. Speaking of his ex­ 
tensive travels around the state, 
he commented: “ Indiana is a 
big state.” He has been well 
received and is impressed with 
the confidence of the Democrat 
party. He describes the party 
as "unified” and the Republi­ 
cans as "fragm ented” with fac­ 
tional fights. 
I asked Welch what he thought 
was needed in state govern­ 
ment. He said: “ It is tim e for 
us to apply accepted business 
principles to state government. 
I don’t mean firing all of the 
employees and replacing them, 
or making it a computerized 
society. Every business corpora­ 
tion plans ahead 
and knows 
where it is going. We should 
outline objectives for the state 
to strive toward in the 70’s.” 
Welch knows about business. 
With $8,.500 in borrowed capital 
he launched a finance and in­ 
vestment 
business 
that 
has 
grown into a multi-million dol­ 
lar financial empire based on 
real estate and industrial hold­ 
ings in several states. In be­ 
tween times, he has found time 
to serve in many capacities in 
I *vic, veteran and party af­ 
fairs. 
Welch described the just com­ 
pleted. session of the General 
Assembly as "spotty” with some 
good legislation passed while no 
action was taken on many other 
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important bills. He said: "The 
legislature lacked a sense of di­ 
rection and of leadership.” He 
feels we are long overdue for a 
restructuring of the outdated 
tax system. 
Welch said: “ As a concerned 
citizen I served on the Tax Ad­ 
justment Board. Property tax is 
an old tax and has been with us 
a long time. It will always be 
necessary. However, it was de­ 
signed to build sidewalks and 
curbs and that type of activity. 
It was never envisioned, to bear 
the cost of schools. Now 61 cents 
of every property tax dollar 
goes to education.” 
He feels the burden is unfair 
to the retired couple who worked 
hard to purchase their home. 
They are now faced with spiral- 
ing property tax which they can 
neither afford nor control. He 
observed: "I know of at least 
five large industrial firms that 
did not bring jobs with them 
and locate in the state due to 
the uncertainty of taxes.” 
Welch believes a good educa­ 
tion is important for all citizens. 
He is a graduate of Notre Dame 
University with a. 1950 degree in. 
Business Administration. How­ 
ever, he feels support of the ed­ 
ucational system should be gear­ 
ed "to the child rather than the 
school.” 
"If your child is entitled to 
$500 support for education, then 
all children should be worth the 
same dollar 
support,” Welch 
said. At the present time there 
is a wide difference in the cost 
of educating individuals from 
school to school which he feels 
should be equalized. 
Welch 
added: 
"We 
never 
want to get down to just one 
school system in Indiana. Com­ 
petition has been good for this 
country in business and can 
help in the field of education. 
Competition between the public 
and private school system can 
bring accountability to the edu­ 
cational field.” 
Leading contender for nom­ 
ination is former governor Mat­ 
thew Welsh. He has been en­ 
dorsed by many county organi­ 
zations. 
Welch 
commented: 
"Matthew is 'the senior states­ 
man of the party and respected 
throughout the state. He was 
one of the best governors in re­ 
cent years. His record of ac­ 
complishments grows better In 
retrospect.” 
However, 
Welch 
points out 
Matthew is 12 years older, and 
the electorate is almost 1.2 years 
younger with the 18 year old 
vote. He is not conceeding the 
nomination.

8 Senators May 
Decide Fate Of 
Draft Extension

WASHINGTON (AP) — Ad­ 
ministration 
sources 
say 
the 
votes of some eight undecided 
senators 
will 
determine 
the 
Senate outcome on extending 
the draft beyond June 30. 
As the Senate moved into de­ 
bate today an administration 
source said 10 to 15 of the 100 
senators claimed to be unde­ 
cided, but he indicated the ac­ 
tual number is about eight. 


Nongovernment, Army-orient­ 
ed organizations and National 
Guard interests have been lob­ 
bying for a two-year extension, 
as 
sought 
by 
the 
adminis­ 
tration. 


Sources within these groups 
reported that as of last week 
there were 45 senators favoring 
extension, 45 opposed and 10 
undecided. 


The prospects for draft exten­ 
sion have been clouded because 
the issue is intertwined with op­ 
position to the Vietnam war 
and antiwar senators are pre­ 
paring a series of amendments, 
including a move sponsored by 
Sen. Mark Hatfield, to end the 
draft on June 30. 


John Stennis, D-Miss., chair­ 


man of the Senate Armed Serv­ 
ices Committee, Sunday criti­ 
cized antiwar senators, for fry­ 
ing to use the draft extension 
bill as a vehicle for their Viet­ 
nam opposition. 


Stennis said he is not con­ 
cerned a threatened filibuster 
will prevent Senate action on 
the 
two-year 
draft 
extension 
legislation already passed by 
the House. 


Calling the all-volunteer idea 
“a flight from reality,” Stennis 
also 
opposed 
a 
compromise 
that would limit the draft ex­ 
tension to one year. 
Some 
administration 
strate­ 
gists say that a 150,000-man a 
year ceiling on draft calls, writ­ 
ten into the bill by the Stennis 
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committee, 
will permit some 


undecided senators to vote for 


the two-year extension. 


That limitation would cause 


the Pentagon no pain because, 
with the armed forces growing 
smaller 
gradually, 
present 
prospects suggest the annual 
callup will be below the 150.000 
mark. It may rise no higher 
than 140.000 this calendar year. 
Administration 
officials 
are 
betting that Congress will try to 
avoid a one-year extension, be­ 
cause that would bring the is­ 
sue back to Capitol Hill again 
next year w'hen many members 
will be running for re-election.

Hesburgh Sees 
More Civil 
Rights Trouble 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
head of the U.S. Civil Rights 
Commission said today Amer­ 
ica is “heading for more and 
more trouble” unless there is a 
moral 
reawakening 
on 
civil 
rights. 
The Rev. Theodore M. Hes­ 
burgh, president of Notre Dame 
University 
and 
head of the 
commission, 
predicted 
that 
America would become a di­ 
vided nation, experience contin­ 
uing social friction and see 
greater frustration on the part 
of minority citizens if the com­ 
mitments to equal rights during 
the past two decades are not 
honored. 
In a report on federal civil 
rights enforcement policies, the 
commission found that “major 
inadequacies remain and the 
federal government is not yet 
in a position to claim that it is 
enforcing the letter, let alone 
the spirit, of civil rights laws.” 
The report scored the federal 
bureaucracy “from the Presi­ 
dent right on down” for what it 
called lack of commitment and 
aggression in carrying out civil 
rights functions. 
The report is a follow-up to 
one made by the commission 
seven 
months 
ago 
which 
charged that bureaucratic hos­ 
tility and inertia threaten to 
nullify the effect of civil rights 
legislation passed during the 
last two decades. 
In rechecking what had been 
done by the federal government 
in the past seven months, the 
commission said it found little 
progress and some regression. 
Many 
steps 
promised 
by 
agencies have not progressed 
past the talking stage, it said. 
Calling for a “ moral reawa­ 
kening on the part of the Amer­ 
ican people and their leaders,” 
Hesburgh lamented: 
“Unless we have bombings 
and 
burnings 
and 
violence, 
people show a tendency to for­ 
get and fall back to sleep 
again.”

Thousands Of Americans Hike To 
Raise Money In War On Hunger

Hundreds 
of 
thousands 
of 
Americans, most of them young 
people, have joined other mil­ 
lions around the world in a 
weekend of hiking to raise mon­ 
ey to fight hunger. 
The blistered feet and worn 
shoe 
leather 
in 
the 
United 
States 
added 
up Sunday to 
pledges of $5.1 million from 
sponsors who had promised to 
pay anywhere from pennies to 
$1,000 for each mile the march­ 
ers walked. 
Organizers of the first Inter­ 
national Walk for Development 
said four million people in 600 
cities of 50 countries partici­ 
pated in the weekend marches. 
Spokesmen said more than 
487.000 Americans walked in 92 
communities Sunday. Another 
150.000 had turned out in 113 
towns and cities Saturday. 
Mayor Morris Noss of Cor­ 
tland, N.Y., walked at $60 a 
mile and Mayor Harry Canale 
a mile. Between them they to­ 
taled. $2,000 in pledges. 
A man in Norwich, Conn., 
paid 10 cents for each mile his 
two dogs walked. A teen-ager 
in Villa Park, 111., was prom­ 
ised $21 for each mile his pet 
boa constrictor slithered. 
Among the hardiest marchers 
were those1 in. Jamestown, N.Y., 
where almost 300 persons hiked 
around Chautauqua Lake. The 
44-mile trek took two days. 
In Buffalo, N.Y., where more 
than 100,000 persons set out on 
a 20.3 mile course through the 
city, 
one 
weary 
participant 
commented afterward, “I’d like 
to limp, but both my feet hurt.” 
There was steady rain for the 
two days in Massachusetts but 
nonetheless approximately 35.» 
'000 persons hiked a combined 
total of 750,000 miles,

Thousands Walk 
To Aid Hungry *
